Sohann Leonhard Backhaus wurde am 1. Augujt 1842 in 
Amjterdam, Holland, geboren. °l$s iingling wanderte er nad 
Wmerifa aus und erfor da8 Lehramt an der Gemeindejdule gu 
feinem ebenSberufe. Er trat deSwegen in das Lehrerjeminar ju 
ort Wayne ein und graduierte im Yahre 1864 als einer der Erjt- 
linge diefer Wnftalt. 

Er war aljo einer der Pioniere unter unjern evangelijcd-luthe- 
rijden Schullehrern und hat auch rechte Pionierarbeit getan. Unter 
grogen Mtiihen und Entjagungen hat er treu und frohliden Muted 
mande3 Sabhr feine Urbeit verrichtet. 

Sn jeiner erjter Stellung mute er wodhentlic) je drei Tage 
in 3wei Seculen, die fed Mteilen auseinanderlagen, unterridten. 
Die Gegend in Wisconfin, in der fich dieje Schulen befanden, war 
damals nod) Hintertvald, und die Gemeindeglieder waren arm und 
juchten fic) erft eine Erijtenz 3u griinden; fie fonnten daber ihrem 
Lehrer nur einen febr fargliden Lohn zabhlen. 

Sm Sahre 1865 folgte er einem Verufe nad Bloomington, Stl, 
two er zwei Yabre lang einer Schule von 120 Rindern vorftand. 
Von dort aus fiedelte er nad Venedy, Gil., iiber. Gier wirfte er 
fiinfgehn Sabre lang und gablte diefe Sabre, wie er jpater oft fagte, 
3u den gliclicjten jeines LebenS. Ym Sabre 1882 berief ihn die 
Matthausgemeinde in Chicago 3u ihrem Oberlehrer, und nach siwei 
Xahren wurde er gum Profeffor am Schullehrerfeminar in Mddijon 
gewablt. Bon 1884 bis 1915, 31 Yabhre lang — 29 in MWdbdijon 
und 2 in River Forejt — war er treu und unermiidlich tatig in der 
Mitarbeit an der Seranbildung und Erziehung fiinftiger evangelijd- 
lutherijcher Gemeindefdullehrer. 

Sm Sabre 1915 awangen ihn die Gebreden des Wters, jeine 
Refignation eingureiden. Nur ungern fabhen ibn YXuffiehtSbehirde, 
Fatultat und Sdiiler des Seminars ausfdeiden. Rurge Beit nod 
Hielt er fid) in Maywood, SMl., auf, aber das rauhe und feudte 
Rima verjdhlimmerte fein Leiden, und er 30g deShalb in das jonnige, 
fiidlide California, wo ihn am 11. Marz 1919 der SErr heimbolte. 
Seine Leide Jangte am 19. Marz in Maywood an, fonnte aber

Der Lehrerchor 
pon Chicago, der Sdhiilerdor von River Forejt und die Sdulfinder 
pon Maywood jangen fchone Trojtlieder, und dann wurde die teure 
Reidhe auf dem Concordia-Rirdhhof in Forejt ParF gu ihrer legten 
Rube unter duftigen Blumen gebettet. 

Die aukerordentlid) groke Beteiligung an der Begrabnisfeier 
geugte von der Beliebtheit und Achtung, die der Verjtorbene fic 
ertworben hatte durch jein ernftes Chrijtenleben, jtrenge Rechtlichfeit, 
treue Pflicdterfiillung und Wobhlwollen gegen jedermann. 

Xa, Gott war dem Entidhlafenen gnadig. ber ein halbe$ Sahr- 
hundert durfte er dem HErrn in feinem Weinberge dienen und dejjen 
Radjen und Gedeihen fdauen. Und durd Gottes Gnade hat er 
an feinem Teil 3u diejem Gedeihen beigetragen. 

Sn feiner Schule hat er viele Kinder gum SHeiland gewiejen, 
und die weitaus grofere Mtehrzahl der Taujende von Lehrern, die 
jest an unjern Gemeindefdulen wirfen, hat 3u feinen Fiipen gefeffen. 
Und fie alle haben Urjache, feiner in Danfbarfeit 3u gedenfen. WIS 
Lehrer hatte er eine jdine MitteilungSgabe, und bejonders$ zu riihmen 
war feine Genauigkeit und gewijjenhafte Erfiillung auch der fleinjten 
Pflidten. Er hatte d08 Woh! der Anjtalt und jedes8. eingelnen

dreipig Sahre lang aud) die Rajfe der Anjtalt gefiibrt, und aud 
diefe aufreibende Arbeit hat er jftet8 ohne Ragen und mit der 
peinlidjten Gewiffenhaftigfeit ausgefiihrt.

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Memorial Address ’ 
in Honor of Prof. em. J. L. Backhaus, 


March 18, 1919. 








Dear FRIENDS : — 

We have assembled here this evening to do honor to the 
memory of a man who was connected with our Concordia Teachers 
College for a period of thirty-one years as instructor and professor, 
and as principal of the Training-school — Prof. em. J. L. Back- 
haus, who went to his last reward last Wednesday, March 13. 

It is especially meet that the students and the members of the 
faculty of our College do honor to our departed friend and col- 
league; for those of us who have been fortunate enough to have 
been his associates know full well that it will be impossible for us 
fully to requite all the good he has done to our institution, and to 
us all personally, during the timé of his labors here. 

Our Professor Backhaus was ever a Christian gentleman, faith- 
ful and conscientious in all his work, untiring in his zeal for the 
welfare of those intrusted to his care, courteous and accommodating 
to his colleagues, patient with unflagging interest to further his 
classes in secular and religious learning, kind and gentle to the 
little children in his charge in the Training-school, respected and 
honored by all who knew him. 

Professor Backhaus was one of the pioneers in the Lutheran 
schools of our Synod. He was born in Amsterdam, Holland, on 
August 1, 1842, and, after coming to America, prepared for his 
chosen vocation at the old institution at Addison, completing his 
studies in 1864, being among the first to graduate from that insti- 
tution. He was not one of those who sought riches and honors in 
his profession, and when the Rev. Dr. Sihler of Fort Wayne en- 
couraged him to accept a call to a small congregation in the back- 
woods of Wisconsin, the young graduate cheerfully and gladly ac- 
cepted the call, although the congregation could pay hima but $70 
a year for his services. Although his services commanded but this 
meager salary, the work was especially difficult. The parish had 
two schools, six miles apart, and in each of these he taught alter- 
nately three days a week. However, he did the work in a true 
Christian spirit, uncomplainingly and cheerfully, and it was with 
regret that, after over a year of work in this field, he left it for 
a larger field in Bloomington, Ill. 

Here he was required to teach 120 children, but with his usual 
energy, patience, and faithfulness he did full justice to his arduous 
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labors, until, after two years, he accepted a call to Venedy, Ill, 
where he remained for fifteen years, and where, as he often said, 
he passed some of the happiest days of his life. St. Matthew’s Con- 
gregation in Chicago had heard of his abilities, and called him to 
their school in 1882 as teacher of the highest grades. He was de 
tined to remain here but for a short time, for in 1884 the synodical 
authorities called him to a newly created professorship at Addison. 
Here he remained for thirty-one years as professor and principal 
of the Training-school. In 1915, after serving the Lord for fifty- 
one years, he asked the Synod to relieve him of his duties, and his 
request was granted. His remaining days were spent for a time 
at Maywood and during the past years at Long Beach, Cal. Now 
he has gone unto his reward above, and has heard his Master say: 
“Well done, thou good and faithful servant; thou hast been faith- 
ful over a few things, I will make thee ruler over many things. 
Enter thou into the joys of the Lord.” 

The Professor, when living, was an example to us all. Are 
we now to forget him? 

“Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth; 
yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors, and 
their works do follow them.” True, his body will soon slumber 
in the grave until the great day of resurrection, but his works do 
follow him. One of our great American poets has said: 

Lives of great men all remind us, 

We can make our lives sublime, 

And, departing, leave behind us 

Footprints on the sands of time. 
And we may perhaps add: Lives of Christian men remind us, or, 
lives of faithful men remind us, etc. 

Professor Backhaus was a devout Christian. He not only pro- 
fessed his faith in Christ; he lived it. He was concerned not only 
in his earthly welfare, but especially in his heavenly welfare. His 
thoughts, his hopes, were of heaven. In all his transactions with 
the many men of business with whom he was brought into contact, : 
—and these were many, as for twenty-nine years he was the pur- 
chasing agent for the institution, as well as treasurer of the college 
funds, — he was always inspired with his Christian sense of what 
was proper, and business men soon discovered that his integrity 
and honesty were unquestioned. So, too, in his family this Chris- 
tian spirit was ever evident, and he did his utmost to train and 
to educate his children in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. 
In all his dealings he showed this Christian spirit. He was intense 
in his desire that this Christian spirit should guide the students 
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whom he instructed, and this interest did not cease when the 
graduates left the college to take up their work as teachers in our 
Christian schools. In 1914, when the class of 1889 celebrated the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of their graduation, and had Professor 
Backhaus as a guest of honor, we called upon him to say a few 
words. What was it that he said to teachers who had been working 
in the vineyard of the Lord for twenty-five years? “Continue in 
your Christian spirit, work faithfully, and know that you are en- 
gaged in the most glorious work on earth, the saving of children’s 
souls.” And his voice trembled as he said it, and the teachers 
present felt the sincerity of his words. His influence is still felt, 
and shall we not say that his works do follow him? 

And his faithfulness? He was faithful to the last degree. 
No work too onerous, no mission too difficult, no path too hard to 
be trod. When duty called him, he was ready. During the twenty- 
nine years that he was treasurer of our institution he was called 
upon to perform many tasks that might have fallen upon other 
shoulders; and especially when he had grown old and gray in the 
service, and the work grew somewhat difficult and hard for him, he 
continued cheerfully and faithfully, doing his duty as well as he 
could. He truly was faithful in little things. Nothing that could 
help the college, the students, or his associates was overlooked. 
Everywhere and at all times he was obliging and accommodating. 
Punctual in his duties as professor, carving out the minutes and 
utilizing his time for the benefit of whom? — others, not for him- 
self, faithful, always trusting God and doing his duty; and his 
works do follow him. 

Even after he had resigned, he still kept his thoughts upon 
his work here, and the welfare of the college was always a favorite 
theme with him. He was continually concerned in the thought 
that we must work for the salvation of children’s souls, and when 
he heard that there were many teachers who resigned, he could not 
resist encouraging the workers in the vineyard to remain and do 
their duty. How sincerely he warns and encourages them is so 
well illustrated that I trust that you will permit me to read a part 
of the article which appeared in the February number of the 
SCHULBLATT : — 

“What has impelled our teachers all these years to remain 
faithful to their trust in the most trying situations and under the 
most disagreeable conditions? Was it earthly gain? Nay, it could 
not be for earthly gain, because our teachers secured neither com-

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petence nor riches, and many had scarcely enough to provide for 
themselves and their families. Was it honor? Nay, it could not 
be honor; for in the eyes of the world these men occupied a very 
humble station. Was it a life of comfort and ease which held them 
to their calling? Nay, neither was it for this; for their work was 
a continual round of physical and mental exertion from early in 
the morning until late at night. Was it because their education, 
knowledge, and accomplishments were not sufficient to qualify them 
for more lucrative positions with greater ease? Nay, it could not 
be this; for they could easily have obtained better positions, had 
they but made the effort. And I could ask other questions, which 
would all be answered in the negative. What was it, then, that im- 
pelled them to continue in their chosen work in spite of hardship 
and discomfort, in spite of alluring prospects in another calling? 

“It was the love which they bore to their Savior. This love 
made them willing and cheerful to bear all hardships, to work faith- 
fully even under the most adverse circumstances. There is some- 
thing inspiring in this love, it is greater than death. And let us 
imagine that our dear Lord Jesus Christ had gathered all our faith- 
ful teachers around Him, and had asked them, as He once asked 


His disciples when so many deserted Him, ‘Will ye also go away? 
Would there have been one who would have had the heart to leave 
his Master? Not one, if there were true devotion to the Master 
and His cause. 


“But there are some teachers who have resigned, and who be- 
lieve that they have valid reasons for deserting their posts. One 
says: ‘I cannot support my family on the salary which I receive, 
and my first duty is to provide for my children. I must resign my 
position as a shepherd of the flock, and take up work which will 
pay me better.’ To these I say: ‘Have you frankly called the 
attention of the congregation to this fact, and have they refused 
to give you sufficient support? If they know your needs and have 
not provided for them, they surely have incurred a heavy respon- 
sibility.’ 

“Another teacher may have had unpleasant happenings oc- 
curring in his work, or he believes that his efforts are crowned 
with but very little success. But our successes are not usually re- 
corded in legal documents, sworn to, and then presented to us as 
a testimony of our labors. Perhaps during the late war a voice 
from the battlefields in France could bear better testimony in his 
letters to the dear ones at home, saying: ‘I learned in school that 
I am at all times in the keeping of the Lord. He can guard me in 
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the fiercest fight, and He can defend me against all danger, and 
protect me from all evil.’ Is this no reward? And we have had 
thousands of our young men over there who have also learned this, 
who also think so, and who thank their teachers for their faithful 
instruction. And, dear teacher, how many successes are unknown 
to you! If the Lord could reveal all to you as He did to Gehazi, 
the servant of the prophet Elisha, you would be astonished to see 
so many of your former pupils living according to the precepts and 
commands of the Lord which they learned and heard from you. 

“When an architect and.a builder have completed a magnifi- 
cent structure, all admire it, and the name of the builder and the 
architect are engraved upon a tablet to commemorate the event. 
But where is Solomon’s temple, and what will remain of the cathe- 
drals at Cologne and Strassburg in the ages to come? Ashes and 
dust. And when everything which glittered here will be destroyed 
and forgotten, when all mankind will be assembled on the last day 
before the throne of God, then the work of a faithful teacher will 
be truly valued, for he has worked for eternity. And he will be 
followed by a beautiful train, and will say to the Savior: ‘See, 
Lord, here am I, and here are the children which Thou gavest me.’ 
And then will he know the truth: ‘And they that turn many to 
righteousness shall shine as the stars forever and ever.’ ” 

And now, though our friend lies cold in death, we still may 
learn from his actions, and his voice is still calling to us from the 
silent grave. 

May we ever realize that “his works do follow him,” and may 
we also know the truth: “And they that turn many to righteous- 
ness shall shine as the stars forever and ever!” M. 


A Tribute. 


Professor Backhaus has been called by the Lord to his heavenly 
rest. On March 11, after a short illness, he died confessing his 
faith in his Savior. From his home in Long Beach, Cal., where 
he spent the last two years of his life, he was brought to the 
scene of his former labors. To-day we assembled at his bier, 
paid him our last honors, brought back to our memory all that 
he was, and all that he did, looked for the last time on his peaceful 
countenance and then laid his body away in Concordia Cemetery 
beside his friend and coworker, Prof. Rechlin. There these two

men will hear the call of their Savior when He will come on 
Judgment Day to awaken those that sleep. 

Professor Backhaus was not one of the men that are great 
and prominent as these terms are ordinarily used. His name 
did not often appear in the papers. He did not do great deeds 
that were sounded abroad. He was perhaps not even well known 
outside of his immediate circles. Yet those that did know him, 
those that had the privilege to work with or under him, those 
that were permitted to enjoy his friendship, will agree with me 
that he was truly a great man, great before God; and that is 
the true test of greatness. 

At Addison most of us that read this first met Professor 
Backhaus. We all had to meet him, for to him we brought the 
money for board. We met him in classes where he taught us 
the intricacies of German orthography and grammar. We met 
him in our piano and organ classes. He was always the same 
quiet, unpretentious, often taciturn man. Yet we instinctively 
felt that he was our friend. We ever found him ready to help, 
to advise us. We knew that he was a model of faithfulness, and 
we respected him for it. He was a lover of good music. At that ° 
time we did not learn secular music in lessons. Backhaus heard 
us sing some of the popular songs then in vogue, which were as 
bad as those of to-day, and twice a week he came over to give us 
an extra singing-lesson to teach us good songs. We did not at 
that time appreciate fully what he was doing for us, but that 
did not make his service less worthy. It was not until we were 
at work ourselves that we fully appreciated what he had done 
for us. We realized then that it was his love for us that had 
impelled him to do for us so many little services that he was 
not required to do. 

Backhaus was a good colleague. -Four of his former college 
students are now members of the faculty, two of these were his 
coworkers before he resigned. All testify that Backhaus was a 
faithful friend. No service was too great, no work too hard, no 
way too long if it was to help a friend. He was ever ready out 
of his extensive experience in educational work to give counsel 
and advice. He was a model whom the younger members of 
the faculty did well to emulate. 

Professor Backhaus loved the work in which he was engaged. 
He firmly believed in Christian education as provided for in our 
Lutheran parochial schools. He grew up with our school system, 
and his influence has been a blessing, for as professor at our 
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Teachers College he took part in the training of the men that 
built up the system. Even after he had retired from active work, 
his interest did not cease. When during the year of war a number 
of teachers resigned and for reasons valid or doubtful turned to 
other work with greater remuneration, he sent out a heart-stirring 
appeal to all teachers entitled, “Wilt Thou Also Leave Me?” in 
which he admonished them to be faithful to their trust. 

Professor Backhaus was ready to serve his Church, his Synod, 
in other ways than by teaching. For twenty-nine years he was 
treasurer and purchasing agent for the college. What this means 
only he can understand who has had similar work. Hours after 
hours of bookkeeping, trips to the city, troubles with agents, end- 
less worries and cares, work enough for a man with no lessons 
to think of. All this Backhaus did without complaint. The 
business men with whom he dealt respected him. Very few ap- 
preciated what he did. 

Was Professor Backhaus, then, a great man? Would to God 
that we had many such men! Without fear we could then look 
into the future. In the hands of such men our colleges, our 
churches, our schools are safe. Such men with hearts of gold, 
men that practise and live what they teach, men that seek not 
glory for themselves, but work for the glory of God and for the 
good of their fellow-men, men like our dear departed Professor 
Backhaus, are the men that have built God’s kingdom on earth, 
and they are the ones that will continue to spread the Gospel 
of salvation. 

Professor Backhaus was a lover of music. He took every 
opportunity offered to hear good singing or instrumental music. 
And when on the way home the concert was reviewed, he would 
often say, “If music here on earth can be so beautiful, how 
wonderful will be the music that we shall hear in heaven!” This 
thought he again expressed in one of his last letters, when writing 
about a children’s Christmas celebration. He has now reached 
the goal of his desires, where he will join with the heavenly 
choirs in eternal hallelujahs. 

We that were at the funeral services, that listened to the 
words of the speakers, that joined in the hymns and prayers, 
have vowed again to strive to follow the example set by our 
teacher and professor, J. L. Backhaus. 

That Professor Backhaus was respected and beloved by all 
that knew him was attested by the attendance at his funeral 
services. The colleges at Milwaukee, Concordia, and St. Paul 
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had sent their presidents, several teachers’ conferences had sent 
representatives, the teachers of Chicago attended in a body, and 
the teachers’ chorus sang. Many other teachers coming from far 
and from near were present to honor their former professor, 
A great number of letters of condolence were received. 
Pastor E. Zapf, of Maywood, delivered the funeral sermon. 
The students’ choir and the schoolchildren of St. Paul’s School, 
Maywood, sang some of the songs that the departed had loved. 


The thought which like a golden thread linked sermon, songs, 


and prayers together may be summed up in the words of Rey. 
14,13: “Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; 
and their works do follow them.” E. H. E. 


Cultivating Manners in the Schoolroom. 


ITV. MANNERS AT AND IN SCHOOL. 
A. Building and Grounds. 


Children sometimes seem to think that good manners are 
to be put on as fine clothes for certain occasions, and not for 
every-day wear. Parents very often make the mistake of ad- 
monishing their children to put on special airs and show good 
manners whenever they expect strangers, adding to certain prom- 
ises prizes for good behavior. Even teachers instruct their pupils to 
demonstrate to a casual visitor polished manners; but experience 
has revealed that such casual courtesy is very unnatural and 
awkward. It is a misfit. It makes the same impression as if 
a person would appear in public with garments cut for some one 
else. Good manners must be practised continually, until they 
have become habits. It must become a part of one’s real being, 
a life-habit. 

Thus it must become a habit to take proper care of the 
school-building as well as the surrounding grounds. A Christian 
child should know that God wants us to take even greater care 
with regard to other people’s property than with our own: “Look 
not every man on his own things, but every man also on the 
things of others.” 

Children, therefore, should keep the school-building clean and 
orderly. They must not enter the schoolroom in stormy weather 
without first removing the rubbers or cleaning their shoes. Their 
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sense of beauty ought to tell them that it makes a very neat 
appearance when the floors, halls, and corridors of the building 
are clean. They must not throw scraps of paper, peelings, apple- 
cores, pieces of chalk, or other things on the steps of the building 
or into the corridors or rooms; and whenever some one was 
negligent in this respect, they must pick up such refuse, and 
put it into the waste-basket. How unsightly a schoolroom must 
look to a stranger when, on entering it, he sees such refuse on 
the floor! 

You must regard it as a disgrace to mar the buildings, 
fences, or walks surrounding the building with pencil- or chalk- 
marks of any kind, and abstain from scribbling on the walls or 
writing on the woodwork, or scratching or whittling the benches, 
desks, or other furniture. ? 

Whenever you fill your ink-wells in your desks, you must 
be very careful not to spill any ink on the benches or desks, and 
for this reason not fill them too full. If, however, some ink has 
been spilled accidentally, wipe up the ink at once with a blotter 
or rag, thus keeping it from penetrating into the wood, which 
would leave an ugly stain. 

You must keep the schoolgrounds, the lawn as well as the 
playgrounds, clean of all refuse. Would you like to see paper, 
tin-cans, or other refuse on the lawn in the parks? Would you 
like to have all kinds of rubbish between the flowering bushes? 
Do you like it if the playgrounds are full of stones, glass, and 
wire? Surely not. Then you must be careful not to throw such 
things on it yourself, and if it is there, you must remove it. 
Keep your school-surroundings clean. 

Whenever negligent children have thrown paper on the lawn, 
or the wind has blown all kinds of refuse on it, your teacher 
will ask you to go out and clean the grounds. Never grumble 
when such a command is given you, nor expect special favors 
from the teacher for doing it, but consider it your duty to clean 
the yard, as it is your school, in which you receive thousands 
of favors, which you should be willing to reciprocate at all times. 


B. Books. 


You all know that a child is very proud of a new clean book. 
This apparently shows that it does not enjoy using soiled and 
torn books; therefore, you must handle your books well to keep 
them in a good condition for a long time. 
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You have surely noticed that loose leaves are often found 
in new books shortly purchased by the school or by parents of 
the children. How do you account for this? The new book 
has not been opened correctly. Follow these rules in opening 
a new book: 

1. Lay the back of the book on the desk. 

2. ‘Turn one cover slowly back until it touches the desk. 

3. Then turn the other cover slowly back until it touches 
the desk. 

4. Take ten to twenty leaves on each side, and gently turn 
them back upon each cover, and proceed in this manner until 
all leaves have been turned back. 

Do not be in a hurry in doing this, but do it gently and 
with great care. Before doing this, you must be careful to have 
clean and dry hands; otherwise you will see some dirt-lines, or 
the paper will stick to the wet fingers, and might tear it. 

Do not dog-ear your books by bending down the corners of 
the leaves, nor fill them with letters or pencils to keep a certain 
place, but use a bookmark. 

Returning home from school, some children have the bad 
habit of placing their books on the lawn or steps of their homes, 
and not entering the house, but going out to a vacant lot for 
a game. It is evident that the books will be spoiled by dust, 
dirt, rain, wind, or animals. Some children throw their books on 
the floor on entering their home, and neglect to put them in the 
proper place. You must have a special place for your books. 
Your books are your “friends,” and you surely wish to treat 
your friends gently. Surely the books of well-bred pupils will 
be devoid of any kind of finger-marks, splashes of ink, cuts, 
indeed, of marks and spots of any kind, except the faint soiling 
due to constant use. 


C. Regularity and Punctuality. 


When parents place their child in the charge of a teacher, 
it is with the supposition that the teacher knows what is best 
for the child. If this is not the understanding, it is self-evident 
that the child will not respect the teacher nor his command. 
It is evident, however, that parents have confidence in the ability 
of the teacher whenever they place a child in the charge of 
a teacher; consequently the teacher’s directions should be re- 
spected and obeyed. Christian children, however, obey for the 
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Lord’s sake, who has given the Fourth Commandment, which 
reads: “Thou shalt honor thy father and thy mother.” Dis- 
respect of the teacher and his directions are, therefore, not only 
impoliteness, but a transgression of the Fourth Commandment. 

A teacher who has a well-regulated school will always place 
much stress upon regularity of attendance as well as upon punc- 
tuality; consequently, an avoidable or inexcusable absence or 
tardiness shows disrespect to his authority. 

Sometimes absence as well as tardiness cannot be avoided; 
then the teacher will readily excuse the child on presentation 
of such excuse in the proper manner, demanded according to 
the rules of the school. 

You all know how it interrupts scholars as well as the teacher 
when a pupil enters the schoolroom late. He disturbs the class, 
and interrupts the teacher in his instruction. I know of children 
who are always late. In the morning they are called and called, 
but they do not arise, but yawn and sleep on. They are late for 
breakfast, late in doing their morning chores, and late at school, 
and murmur whenever they are reprimanded for their lagging habit. 

Do you like such habits? Surely not. We all like to see 
the child which is ready in time for breakfast, gets its work done 
in time, starts for school with a smile, and, arriving there, enjoys 
the company of its schoolmates, and with a pleasant, happy face 
greets its teacher before school begins. W. C. K. 


Testimonials for Our Christian Day-Schools. 


In regard to your query concerning our parochial schools, 
my camp experience has taught me that we ought to do everything 
in our power to retain this blessed gem of the Reformation. The 
cream of our Lutheran men are the parochial school products. 

I am positive that every observing camp pastor has found 
that the Christian day-school products were the most consistent 
attendants at divine services, and generally the most dependable 
men, ever ready to assist the camp pastor in his work. The 
abiding worth of our parochial schools was forcibly brought home 
to me on one occasion. I had been called to the bedside of a man 
who had made an attempt to commit suicide. Homesickness and 
general despondency were given as the reason. In the evening 
of that day I sat beforé our pleasant fireplace with a group of 
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our men. I related this case as a warning, urged the men to 

resort to prayer if despondent, etc. All were silent. Finally 

one said, “If it had not been for that Christian training of mine, 

I might have done the same thing.” Another spoke up, “T, too, 

owe a great deal to my pious training received at school. It has 

kept me from many a rash act.” — Military Pastor Camp Sherman.

The product of the parochial school as observed in camp 
life manifests itself in a twofold manner. First one notices the 
prompt obedience and good behavior of those who received a 
thorough Christian education in our schools. The Lutheran 
soldiers in camp are model soldiers in every respect. An officer 
once complimented the Lutherans in camp, and inquired of’ me 
why it was that they did not curse, gamble, or misdemean them- 
selves. Upon learning that the Lutherans had been given daily 
religious instruction in church-schools, he replied, “Our country 
is sorely in need of more such schools, where obedient and moral 
citizens are reared.” 

Furthermore, it is clearly noticeable that the pupils of the 
parochial schools attend divine services more regularly than others. 
In my former charges I gave special attention to the church 
attendance of the children and young people. As a rule, I have 
found that not the Sunday-school children, but the day-school 
pupils were most regular in their attendance. 

This research is verified in camp. With very rare exceptions 
the graduates of our parochial schools attend every service unless 
duty keeps them from doing so, whereas others are more or less 
negligent. This has been my experience for the last fifteen months, 
during which I have been serving the men at. these places. 

Parents, give your children a thorough Christian education 
in the parochial school, and you will rear good citizens and good 
Christians. — Camp Pastor Camp Bowie, Tezas.

Your letter requesting a written statement of experience with 
men who received their religious training in some Christian day- 
school, and the difference between them and the others who were 
not so fortunate, was received with much satisfaction. Indeed, 
I have warm words of commendation for the parochial schools 
of our Synod. I shall never forget the wonderful testimony of 
their faith in Christ, which came from the lips of the lads who 
passed away to their rest in the hospital units of this station;

The Practical Missionary. By J. H. (. Fritz. Concordia Publishing 
House, St. Louis, Mo. Price, 75 cts., postpaid. 

A teacher is called to be a missionary for his school. Whenever 
a teacher is called by a congregation for the Christian day-school, it is 
not only for the purpose of teaching the children who are brought to him 
by the parents, but the duty devolves upon him to gather the children of 
his congregation into his school. What is said to the pastor is also meant 
for the teacher, the assistant to the pastor. Jesus commands all teachers 
as well as pastors: “Go out quickly into the streets and lanes of the city, 
and bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, and the halt, and the blind,” 
and again: “Go out into the highways and hedges, and compel them to 
come in, that My house may be filled,” Luke 14, 21.23. Teachers must not 
wait until the children are brought to them. Years ago it did not seem 
to be necessary to go out and do mission-work in order to bring the chil- 
dren to our Christian day-school, because parents brought them without 
being urged to do so. Times have changed considerably. The teacher now 
must make missionary calls to get. the children. It is necessary that the 
pastor should preach sermons on Christian education and on the duty of 
Christian parents to send their children to a Christian day-school, and the 
teacher will do well to impress this duty upon the minds of the members 
in the meetings of the congregation; but experience teaches us that we 
cannot get so close to the hearts of parents there as we are able to do 
when we have a heart-to-heart talk with them. It is a well-known fact 
that personal contact with the parents is of the greatest importance. 

Whenever children leave the school for any reason, the teacher should 
not be satisfied with a simple declaration on the part of the child or with 
the gossip that other children bring as a reason for the leaving of the 
pupil, but it his duty to go to the parents and try to bring back the lost 
lamb to his folds. This Christ teaches in the words of the Gospel: “What 
man of you having an hundred sheep, if he lose one of them, doth not leave 
the ninety and nine in the wilderness, and go after that which is lost until 
he find it?” 

The author of The Practical Missionary inspiringly shows the duties 
of a missionary, and every teacher that reads his suggestions carefully 
will derive much benefit from the sound advice and practical hints con- 
tained in this book. °

The Synagog at Capernaum. — The well-known explorer Gauthier 
claims to have uncovered the synagog at Capernaum in which Christ 
preached. Of the centurion at Capernaum the people said: “He hath built 
us a synagog.” The ruins which have been uncovered give evidence that 
the building must have been of extra size and beauty. Some of the en- 
trances still stand. The building was decorated with carved stone work, 
with the figure of the lion, the symbol of the tribe of Judah, of sheep, 
and of eagles carrying garlands in their beaks. The architecture is of such 
character as betrays Roman influence, so that the building might well have 
been erected at the time of Christ and by a Roman centurion.
